Clematis is hardy to well below zero. Its soil require- 
ments are simple but it must be planted carefully as the 
directions accompanying each order indicate. Be sure to 
prepare your planting spot BEFORE the plants arrive so 
that they can be set out AT ONCE. The plants come with 
heavy root systems and establish themselves quickly if 
properly and promptly planted. 


The varieties pictured here are typical of the rare beauty 
of these hardy vines. Imagine blooms five to seven inches 
across, produced freely from early until late in the season, 
with established plants affording literally hundreds of 
flowers at once. Imagine them in your garden, billowing 
over a fence, festooning over an arbor, a trellis, a pergola 
or most any kind of a support. Draped over a garden wall, 
their effect is delightful. 


Clematis thrive in full sun or part shade provided the 
surface of the soil is shaded and kept cool. Against a 
dark background they make stunning, never-to-be-for- 
gotten pictures. SHIPPING—Starts in late May, con- 
tinuing into August. Early orders, shipped first, will flower 
this summer and later orders will establish themselves and 
be ready to flower next season. PLEASE ORDER EARLY.

The bright 
green foliage, marbled silvery white is al- 
most evergreen. You will find it a good addi- 
tion to your shady garden.

CYCLAMEN Neapolitanum — (Aug. - Oct.) 
This is the best known of the hardy forms and 
deservedly the most popular. Both pink and 
white forms are available and it may be had 
in several sizes. Both white and pink forms 
flower on 4 to 6 inch stems with large leaved 
attractive foliage which appears after the 
blooming starts.

Don’t overlook these brilliant 
summer flowering bulbs. Aptly 
called spirits of the 
Aztec Sun-Dancers”’, they make 
gorgeous splashes of color from 
midsummer till frost. Though 
individual blooms last but one 
day, new ones open each morn- 
ing and the display keeps up al- 
most indefinitely. 


Plant in the spring after the 
soil warms up and take them up 
before the soil freezes. Do not 
over-water as they prefer to stay 
on the dry side. Store over win- 
ter where mice cannot get at 
them as they seem to be a fa- 
vored food of these pests. 


Note also, after digging in the 
fall, DO NOT pull the bulbs apart 
until time to plant in the spring. 
Store in a cool but not too dry 
a place.

Each year more and more customers tell us they find this 
spray invaluable in controlling blight or botrytis not only on 
their lilies but on other garden plants as well. Botrytis is a 
spore disease, spread by wind and rain. It’s found in almost 
all garden soils and is especially bad in the wet humid days of 
spring and summer when it causes the foliage to turn brown 
and die. It does not affect the bulbs nor is it carried by them. 
Microcop spray protects against infection from spores. Full 
directions with each order. Get your supply EARLY, so that 
you will have it when needed. Avoid unnecessarily spoiled

Amaryllia Belladeuna 


Here’s a gem for the garden where the ground does not freeze 
but a few inches. Here in Oregon we plant them eight to twelve 
inches below the surface and though we get some freezing, they 
flower beautifully. In the east, pot them up and keep in the 
cool greenhouse or treat them as a house plant. They send up 
leaves in the spring which die down after maturing and the 
blooms appear in late summer without any foliage. They may 
be brought along indoors or in the greenhouse and then the 
container plunged in the border where they will flower.
